His Suzuki-powered 
streamliner went from San Diego, California, to Daytona on one tank of 
gas. The Suzuki carried 12 gallons and used 11.4 for an average of 213 
mpg. Gerald Foster co-rode in the Motorcyclist Magazine-backed effort. 





Honda teammates Johnny O'Mara 
and David Bailey split wins in two 
nights of Supercross racing in a Paris, 
France, stadium March 14-15. In Wed- 
nesday night action, Bailey was the 
early leader, but when he fell O'Mara 
took over the lead and ran away with 
the race. Bailey finished second with 
Yamaha rider Ricky Johnson third 
ahead of teammates Broc Glover and 
Danny LaPorte. Thursday night's 
race, which was broadcast live on 
French national television, featured a 
three-way battle for the lead. O'Mara 
fell in the late laps and dropped to 
third as Bailey led Johnson home in a 
close contest. Glover took fourth 
again, while Kawasaki's Georges Jobe 
finished fifth. The stadium in which 
the race was held filled to its 12,000 
capacity each night, with many spec- 
tators being turned away. Each night's 





win paid a reported $10,000 in purse 
money.

The top qualifier in the event was 
Randy Mason, and his 8.53-second 
run was the quickest ever run by a 
Kawasaki.

Stock cars have been utilizing non- 
industry support for some time. 

Box vans can wear sponsors' names 
and colors; not just stickers. The 
same goes for riding clothing.

Ward reigns 
in Talladega

TALLADEGA, AL, MAR. 18 


From any vantage point, it was evident that 
Team Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward was the most 
dominant force of the Talladega Supercross 
at Alabama International Motor Speedway. 


Mounted on a works machine, 


Ward established a comfortable 
lead early in the 12-lap final 
event and maintained a blister- 
ing pace for the win. Team Suzuki’s 
Mark Barnett made a valiant effort to 
take some of the wind out of Ward’s 
sails, but was forced to settle for 
runner-up honors. 

“Luckily, I pulled out a five or six 
second lead right at-the beginning of 
the final," Ward said, “because I had 
to deal with lapped traffic before the 
end of the second lap. Other than the 
traffic, I had no real problems out 
there. I think the other factory teams 
know we have our bike dialed in very 
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well at this point, and with that in 
mind I'm going for all the titles I can 
get this year.” 

'Team Suzuki's Scott Burnworth, 
mounted on a basically stock RM250, 
came out on the better end of a battle 
for the third spot over David Bailey. 
With Team Honda electing to not 
attend the Talladega and San Jose 
rounds of the AMA Triple Crown of 
Supercross Series, Bailey's effort could 
be termed as “privateer for a day." 
Armed with a painfully stock Honda 
CR250R — with no other changes 
than an upgraded version of the 
Showa front fork — Bailey made the 
best. of the situation and picked up 
enough points to stay in contention

for the Triple Crown of Supercross 
title. Yamaha also elected to keep 
their entire factory team home for the 
event. 

With his win, however, Ward moved 
into the point lead over Bailey in the 
standings for the Triple Crown of 
Supercross title, 55 to 53. The point 
tally in the AMA/Bel-Ray Grand 
National MX Championship Series 
shows Ward leading Bailey, 105 to 
103. 

Similar to but shorter than the 
layout used for the Daytona Super- 
cross at Daytona International Speed- 
way, the Gary Bailey-designed course 
was constructed in the area between 
the asphalt oval and pit roads at 
AIMS, directly in front of the main 
grandstands. The grandstands, how- 
ever, were nearly empty. It was no 
doubt the slimmest crowd in the his- 
tory of Supercross. 


Heats 

With his performance in the first 
heat, David Bailey appeared very 
much at home on the production 
Honda. The holeshot easily went to 
Bailey over Team Tamm's Alan King 
and Jeff Hicks. Mark Barnett was 
mired in mid-pack, and immediately 
began to pick off riders in quick 
succession. 

After four laps, it was Bailey still in 
the lead by nearly five seconds over 
King. Hicks retained third, but Bar- 
nett was already up to fourth and 
closing rapidly. 

Bailey cruised in for a seemingly 
easy win over King, with Barnett get- 
tinga better flight over a set of jumps 
aquarter lap from the end and pulling 
ahead of Hicks. Barnett added a few 
bike lengths to his cushion over Hicks 
before the checkered flag and came in 
for second. Hicks was trailed by Louisi- 
ana's Allen Semar.

"Siggy’ smokes 
Spring Classic 
speedway finale

LONG BEACH, CA, MARCH 10 


Dennis Sigalos calls the track at Long Beach 
Veterans Stadium, "пу track." You could 
tell he believed that when he pulled up in a 
long white limousine to compete in the 


Coors Spring Classic. By the 
end of the evening he had every- 
one else believing strongly in 
his words as he raced to wins in 


both the Scratch and Handicap mains. 
His big night also netted him the 
overall win of the three-race Spring 
Classic Series. 

Coming into Saturday night, Alan 





Christian was the point leader with 
61. Sigalos held down second with 54 
points and Bobby ‘‘Boogaloo”’ 
Schwartz was third with 52. Schwartz 
was the first of the top three conten- 
ders to make an appearance when he 
came out in race two. He easily led 
from gate to checkers while Lance 
King earned second place when he 
pinched off Mike Faria in the first 





bend and held him off the remainder 
of the event. 

Sigalos, riding a potent Weslake 
sponsored by Orange County Food 
Service and Pepsi, came into the 
evening having never lost a race at 
Long Beach. Before the evening’s 
festivities got underway, he confident- 
ly predicted in the pits, “I’ve got it in 
the bag. Yeh it’s in the bag, this is my 
track." His first chance to back that 
up came in event three and after 
watching the first lap, the captain of 
the new Wolverhampton entry in the 
British League looked to bea prophet. 
Suddenly, on lap two, he slowed as he 
reached the first bend and pulled to 
the outside, letting Dubb Ferrell by 
for first. As Sigalos coasted down the 
back chute he could be seen fiddling 
under the seat before the machine 
finally roared back to life. Unfortu- 
nately it was too late and he was 
forced to finish a distant fourth for 
his first-ever defeat on the ultra-fast 
quarter mile track. 

After the race, everyone was waiting 
word from the Sigalos pit as to what 
went wrong. “At first I thought my 
kill switch came out but when I saw it 
was still connected I knew it was 
electrical. Apparently the ignition 
box got bumped by the carburetor 
and turned off. I just reached down 
and switched it back оп.” 

Christian, who seems to have a 
hard time on the bigger tracks, saw 
his Spring Classic title hopes go up 
in smoke in event five. He finished a 
distant fourth in event four and while 
John Cook was defeating Schwartz in 
event five, Christian crashed in turn 
three and went sailing under the 
fence. 

Event seven saw the worst crash of 
the evening occur. As the pack was 
headed for the first corner, Rick Mil- 
ler's rear tire made contact with Kelly 
Moran's front, sending Miller into a 
head-on course with the chain links. 
It took several minutes for Miller to 
return to his feet and when he did it 
was believed that his only serious 
injury was to his knee. It turned out 
that the crash caused some kidney 
damage and the Coventry star was 
forced to spend a few days in an 
Encino hospital. 

Sigalos went wire to wire on the 
restart, while Moran dropped out as 
he was running second. That proved 
to be Moran's final hurrah of the 
evening. The diminutive “Sideways 
Superstar" had ignition problems 











with one bike and was using a bor- 
rowed motor on the other. When the 
loaner started acting up, Kelly called 
it an evening. 

Steve Lucero, who was looking 
good on the big track, held off a fierce 
challenge from King to win event 
nine while Faria scored his second 
straight triumph in event 12. Sigalos 
made it two out of three in event 11 
but Schwartz was the real story. From 
the gate his bike sounded like it was 
going to expire at any time and he 
coasted around the outside at about 
20 mph. The other competitors put a 
couple of laps on Schwartz but he 
continued to stay out. His persistence 
paid off as John Sandona crashed in 
turn three and Schwartz captured a 
slow third place. 


Miller, whoat the time didn't know 
how seriously he was injured, came 
back to win event 12 with a first-lap 
pass over Mike Bast, who had captured 
his first two rides. Bast's Long Beach 
luck then returned to the norm when 
his motor apparently seized on the 
final revolution, dropping him to 
last. 

The top race of the evening was the 
first Scratch semi. Faria outgated 
everyone and then battled back a 
fierce challenge from Sigalos and 
Cook, much to the delight of the 
crowd who were on their feet and 
screaming. Heading into turn three 
on the final circuit, Sigalos forced his 
way inside Faria. Faria hit a groove 
in the track and drifted out a few feet 
and made what seemed as being inevi- 
tablea little easier and Sigalos battled 
by. Cook tried to follow “Siggy” 
through in turn four but Faria aggre- 
sively shut the door and crossed the 
line second. 

Bast got the gate in the second semi 
with Schwartz and Lucero pushing 
him aside in the first bend. From 
there the pack spread out with 
Schwartz winning over Lucero, Buddy 
Robinson and Bast. 

Schwartz charged into the lead from 
the outside in the Scratch main but 
Sigalos cranked on the power in his 
Weslake and moved to the point 
position in turn two. Once out front, 
Sigalos was gone. He rode an impec- 
cable four laps to take the win by 60 
feet over Schwartz. Faria and Lucero 
rounded out the field. 

'The Handicap main featured Jim 
Lawson from the 30, Brad Oxley off 
the 40 and Faria, King, Sigalos and 
Schwartz off the 50. To say Sigalos 
got a roller on the start was an 
understatement. He was already chal- 
lenging Lawson in the first corner 
and he made the pass for the lead in 
turn three. Schwartz took second from 
Lawson on the second go-'round but 
the Sigalos roller made it impossible 
for Schwartz to challenge. As the 
checkered unfurled it was Sigalos 
again conquering Long Beach and 
he looks to be the man to beat at the 
American Final in June. 

Schwartz who took second in all 3 
Scratch mains in the Classics, a second 
and a fifth in the Handicap mains 
and finished second in the overall 
standings had this to say at the end of 
the evening, “I tried my hardest. It 
was my best effort and I had a lot of 
fun." е

The cancellation of the final series 
round by series organizer Mike Kidd

vey in the title chase and handed the 
crown to Poovey by a nine point 
margin, 86 to 75. 

First on the agenda for the pol- 
ished concrete on the floor of the 
Philadelphia Civic Center was time 
trials to determine starting positions 
for seven scratch heats. The top qual- 
ifying time of 8.85 seconds went to 
Eastern Regional Expert Champion, 
Eric Rausch with Rodney Farris and 
Garth Brow just behind. 

Scratch heat wins went to Rausch, 
Lew Woods, Poovey, Steve Burk- 
holder, George Richtmeyer, Jones 
and Chuck Springsteen. 

Finishing positions from thescratch 
heats determined positions for the 
four point paying heat races. This 
time Burkholder, Springsteen and 
Dan Ingram took three of the wins, 
while the second heat gave a slight 
preview of the final as Poovey, Jones 
and Farris went head to head. Poovey 








won this encounter with Jones slip- 
ping under Farris with two laps left 
for second. 

Action started to heat up as riders 
moved into the three semis from 
which the top four would transfer to 
the final. Ingram led the first semi 
wire-to-wire despite a restart for a 
downed Springsteen. The battle for 
second was intense. Farris, Duane 
Veeder, Larry Sweeten, Fran Brown 
and Paul Crumling swapped posi- 
tions several times until Farris took 
second a lap from the end. Crumling 
slipped under Veeder for third at the 
flag. 

Richtmeyer led the second semi for 
the first half until Poovey slipped 
under him exiting the second turn for 
the victory. 

Burkholder put a well used Honda 
in front in the final semi, while Bob 
Sweeten held off Jones for three laps. 
Burkholder then fell, giving Jones a 





lead which he added to. Burkholder 
rejoined the race in fifth and started 
pressuring Rob Crabbe for the final 
transfer spot. With one lap left, Burk- 
holder and Crabbe bumped coming 
off turn four, with Crabbe sliding 
into the bales. Burkholder took fourth. 

Jones won the Trophy Dash for the 
four fastest winners of the scratch 
heats. He led Burkholder, Richtmeyer 
and Springsteen through all four 
laps to pocket the $300 winner's share. 


At the blink of the starting light for, 
the final, Jones led the field into the, 


first turn. By thetime traffic had been 
sorted out at the end of the first lap, 
Poovey was a close second with Joe 
White, Farris, and Garth Brow behind. 
While Jones started to pull ever so 
slowly away from the others, White 
and Farris were pressuring Poovey 
for second. Around halfway, Farris 
slipped under White leaving turn 
two. Farris went slightly off the line 
out of turn four, giving third to 
Brow. Burkholder also moved past 
White to join the other three in a 
close battle for second. 

The four stayed in their freight 
train until beginning the last lap 
when Paul Crumling fell in front of 
them coming off turn four. In the 
mad scramble that followed, Poovey 
held onto second while Burkholder 
slipped into third. Brow's chance for 
a good finish derailed along with his 
chain on the back straight of the last 
lap. He pushed his Honda across the 
line for ninth. 

Held as a preliminary event in the 
early afternoon was an Amateur pro- 
gram. In the Mini final, Georgie 
Price and John Franck picked up 
where they leff off last year — in 
front. Chuck Wrecsics, Charlie Krepps 
and Kenny Mohler followed. After a 
few laps, Krepps and Mohler dis- 





placed Wrecsics for third. Halfway 
through, Franck and Price collided 
with Price crashing. In the confu- 
sion, Krepps slipped his 60cc Yamaha 
into the lead before the red flag. Price 
made the restart. 

Krepps kept his smaller machine 
on the inside line and held on for the 
win on the restart. With Franck in 
second, it was a.one-two finish for the 
Norm's Motorcycle World of Dun- 
dalk, Maryland, riders. 

Joe Bromley took the 125cc victory 
in wire-to-wire fashion. He put his 
Bromley's Suzuki-sponsored RM in 
front of Tom Majeski, Eddie Whar- 
ton and brother Billy Bromley. After 
a few laps, Wharton slipped a few 
spots, leaving the top three set. 
Majeski stayed close to Bromley until 
the end. 

The most exciting final came in 
the 250cc class. Bob Babcock jumped 
into the lead with Majeski, Robbie 
Smith and Larry Bertholdt right 
behind. On the third lap, Smith over- 
took Majeski on the outside. A lap 
later, Babcock slid out leaving turn 
four, scattering haybales on the front 
straight, and almost hitting the scor- 
ers table. Trying to re-enter the race, 
Babcock was struck by another rider, 
bringing out the red flag.

Boody bags top prize

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 8-10 


“Peel, that's just the beginning," a jubilant 
Ted Boody shouted to his tuner/sponsor 
Tex Peel after winning the final night of 
short track racing at Memorial Stadium and 


taking the top prize of $5,000 
for winning the Wiseco-spon- 
sored Daytona Dirt Track Series. 

Boody sat on the starting line 
for Saturday night's feature event 
next to Randy Goss, the series' 
runner-up, took the holeshot and 
worked the cushion along with Goss, 
who also finished second on the night. 
Third on the night and tied for third 
in the series with Tim Mertens was 





Terry Poovey. 
Saturday 

For the first time of the week, the 
damaged limestone track was watered 
and the races improved immensely 
with riders able to go three abreast 
through the corners instead of hug- 
ging the narrow groove. 

"We've been telling them to do it 
all week," said Boody. 

Boody took the first heat, Goss the 
second and fastest, with Ronnie Jones, 








Billy Herndon, Scott Pearson, Dan 
Ingram, Poovey, and Garth Brow 
also taking heat wins. 

Goss went high and Poovey stayed 
low with Jim Filice and worked the 
groove in the first semi and it was 
Goss winning by about 60 yards. 
Poovey took second and Filice was 
passed by Chris Evans. 

Jones and Fran Brown went high 
and low in the second semi with the 
high man, Jones, taking the win. 
Ingram took third. 

'Three abreast in the third semi 
were three Michiganites, Brow, Boody 
and Bryan Hardin. Boody pulled 
about the same distance on Brow that 
Brow had on Hardin and all three 
advanced to the final. 

The final semi of the night went to 
Herndon with Pearson charging and 
passing to second and Chris Carr 
eliminating points leader Tim 
Mertens by taking over third on the 
white flag lap. 

Boody, Goss, and Poovey were all 
in contention for the big pay-off in 
the seven-race series and that's exactly 
the way they charged into the first 
turn, Herdon was fourth with Ingram 
temporarily fifth before being dis- 
placed by Fran Brown. At the half- 
way point the order was the same 
with both Boody and Goss working 
the cushion and Poovey sticking to 
what had worked best for him. 

The gap at the halfway point didn't 
change much and Boody wheelied to 
the win with his wife jumping into 
the arms of tuner Peel. Goss took 
second, Poovey third, Herndon fourth, 
and Pearson fifth. 

"We were both up there іп the 
cushion, but when the other guy fig- 
ures out where you're going it's 
tough,” said Goss. "After they watered 
the track, it was a lot better show for 
the fans." 

“Td been going just as fast earlier 
in the week, but tonight the start 
position didn't mean so much since 
you could pass. Before, if you got out 
in front you won," said winner Boody. 
“The only problem was I bobbled 
once going into a turn and he (Goss) 
caught up to me a little, but I was

Friday 

Belleville Honda's Tim Mertens 
not only broke Terry Poovey's string 
of wins at Memorial Stadium with a 
win on the third night of Expert/- 
Junior short track action, but also 
took the lead in the Daytona Dirt 
Track Series. 

Mertens got a little help from the 
assistant referee who sent Poovey to 
the penalty line from his front row 
spot, but still faced intense competi- 
tion from veteran Steve Morehead, 
the second place finisher, and third 
Scott Adams. 

Mertens took the points lead with 
63 to non-qualifier Ted Boody's 51 
and Poovey's 50 setting up the final 
night's showdown. 

After the 24 scratch heats elimi- 
nated 68 of the 116 riders, the racers 
went into eight elimination heats. 
Jim Filice, on the Eddie Adkins- 
tuned Harley Owners Group entry, 
won the first heat, Ken Parker-spon- 
sored Morehead took the second, 
Mertens the third, and Poovey the 
fourth, easily the fastest at 1 minute, 
51.539 seconds. Rodney Farris, Scott 





Adams, Junior Chris Carr, and Ron- 
nie Jones won the remaining heats. 

Morehead withstood the relentless 
pressure of Poovey and took the first 
semi win. Poovey even hit Morehead's 
rear wheel once, but couldn't pass the 
Ohio rider. Randy Waldrop took the 
third spot with Grand National 
Champion Randy Goss being elimi- 
nated after experimenting with rid- 
ing a high line. 

Filice gave it his best, but came up 
just a wheel short of winner Ronnie 
Jones in the second semi. The best 
race of the night saw Jones, Filice, 
and Scott Pearson racing like a preci- 
sion trio and finishing 1n that order. 

Mertens had an easy time in the 
third semi with Scott Adams and 
Sammy Sweet making the main also 
and in the fourth semi Farris crossed 
the line first, but was sliding down 
the track after being bounced out of 
the saddle by one of the holes in turn 
four. The Maryland rider retired for 
the night and Carr, Fran Brown, and 
Curt Rehmert made it to the main. 

In the final, Carr and Poovey 
jumped the gun and were sent to the 
penalty line leaving a four man front 
row. Jones took the holeshorand lead 
for a lap until his rear tire went flat. 
Mertens took over with Morehead 
and Adams pursuing ahead of Filice 
and Brown. 

Poovey was on the move and with 
four laps to go made it into fifth. 
There wasn't any passing going on 
in the front and the top three finished 
in exactly the order that they finished 
the first lap in. 

"Ive been racing here for four 
years and have never come close," 
said Mertens. “ This ought to put me 
into the points lead. Last night I 
crashed and hurt my shoulder and 
had to race taped up tonight. Com- 
ing out of turn four there are a couple 
of big holes and they gave that 
shoulder a workout.” 

Third place finisher Adams wanted 
to thank sponsors Sooner Recover- 
ing, Oklahoma Honda, Bell Helmets, 
Kal-Gard, and High Performance 
Coating. "Talso want to thank Duane 
Duvall whose bike I borrowed tonight. 
Last night I rode it for the first time 
and I'd never ridden a Knight frame 
before. Tonight I had it dialed in and 
could have won it if I'd have gotten а 
better start. I don't ride as well when

limestone track which was rutting 


heavily in the exits to the turns. 

Herndon took the second semi over 
New Yorker Fran Brown and Tom 
Maitland after Goss went down at the 
halfway point. 

Poovey couldn't pull any breathing 
room, but still took the third semi 
over Gary Scott and Dan Ingram. 
And the fourth, and final, semi went 
to Scott Drake with Sammy Sweet 
second and Mertens third.

Texan Terry Poovey continued his 
mastery of the Memorial Stadium 
short track with a wire-to-wire win 
on the first of four nights of Expert/- 
Junior racing. The Shoei/Jack Sise- 
more/EGF Racing Harley-Davidson 
500cc four-stroke single rider got the 
holeshot and held off a late charge 
from Grand National Champion 
Randy Goss and his factory Harley- 
Davidson 500 single to take the win 
and move up in the Daytona Dirt Track 
Series point standings. Third went to 
Oklahoma’s Ronnie Jones on the 
Megacycle Cams/Shoei-sponsored 
Honda 500 single. For Jones the race 
marked his return to the track where 
he suffered a badly broken leg last 
year. 

The crowd count was up as the 
Experts came to race, but, still, the 
stands weren't sold out. There were 
136 riders from 28 states and Canada 
represented and Poovey was out to 
prove that Texas produces the best 
short track riders with an easy first 
heat win. Subsequent heats were won 
by Goss, Steve Morehead, Tim 
Mertens, Jim Filice, Garth Brow, 
Ronnie Jones and Charlie Orr. Fili- 
cé's heat win was the fastest. 

The first semi was intimidating 
with nine National numbers and one 
rookie. Belleville, Illinois' Mertens 
wired it, taking Matt Rozowicz and 
Sammy Sweet into the final with 
him.

Jones was all alone in third, well 
behind the leaders, yet well in front of 
fourth placed Mertens. 

"1 didn't have the combination to 
win tonight," Jones began. "М/е 
changed gearing and it worked better 
in the semi than in the final, but the 
start is so important here and I didn't 
get off the line in front." 

Poovey crossed the finish line on 
the rear wheel with Goss only about 
10 yards back and Jones well back in 
third ahead of Mertens and Morehead.

Monday 

Rusty Rogers of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, opened Cycle Week’s racing at 
Memorial Stadium with a flag-to- 
flag win in the Novice short track 
program on Monday night. 

Rogers took his Cycleland-spon- 
sored water-cooled Suzuki 250 single 
to the fastest heat and semi wins on 
his way to the final and added the win 
here to his victories at the previous 
day's Barberville half mile and Fri- 
day's short track in Tampa. 

Four-stroke 500cc singles dominated 
the rest of the 12-man final with 
second placed Mike Stauffer on a 
Honda and third place finisher Jeff 
Jenkins on a Yamaha. 

After a series of elimination heats, 
the scratch heats began promptly at 8 
p.m. with Stauffer taking the win. 

The following seven heats were 
won by Paul Fortunato, Rogers, Les 
Washbon, Brad Furlong, Jeff Jen- 
kins, Lee Levitte, and Donald Myers 
with fiveof the six riders in each heat 
advancing to the four eight-lap, ten- 
man semis. 

The semis began with Rogers tak- 
ing the flag-to-flag win and and 
advancing to the pole for the final 
along with second placed Stauffer 
and Mark Dukes. 

Fortunato took the second semi 
and Keith Gregoire and Don Myers 
made it to the final from this semi. 

The third semi was Washbon's 
with John Gladwill and Recil Hart 
advancing and the fourth was won by 
Jeff Jenkins and the final two riders 
into the 12-man main were Brad Fur- 
long and John Carter.

Alligator Enduro 





Melton pins the Gator

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 8 


Team Husqvarna's Mike Melton wrestled 
the legendary Alligator Enduro for 64.1 
grueling miles and came up with a 10- 
second victory over Can-Am's John Martin. 


Both AA entrants dropped 11 
points, with Melton losing 1 
minute, 30 seconds at the lone 
tiebreaker check to Martin's 1 
minute, 40 seconds. 
Husqvarna/Malcolm Smith/Smith 
Goggles/Bel-Ray/Dunlop/Paul 
Hines Racing-sponsored Kevin Hines 
was third overall with 16 points 
dropped. Floridian Mark Stevens and 
8-time National Enduro Champion 
Dick Burleson each lost 20 points, 
but Stevens finished fourth overall 


20 after the tiebreaker was figured in. 





Stevens, who receives support from 
Husky and Hi-Point Racing Products, 
also received the High Point A award. 

It was Melton's first ride in the 
Alligator Enduro, and he said, “It 
was really easy in places-a lot of 
timekeeping-- and then when they 
did put you in the woods, they kept 
you there for a little while. They ran 
you through a lot of those palmettos, 
which could be tricky." 

Melton also said he lost the trail 
once and had to pick his way through 
tight trees and stumps to get back on 
course. Numerous other riders re- 





ported the same problem, including 
200cc A winner Gray Leonard, who 
said, “I got lost one time between the 
second and third checks, and that 
probably cost me about two minutes 
right there. I thought the trails and 
all were great, but they could have 
hada few more checks going into the 
woods." The Jones Goggles/Wayne 
Cycle of Hudson, North Carolina- 
sponsored Can-Am rider finished 
sixth overall in his second Alligator 
outing. 

The 35th Annual Alligator Enduro 
was masterminded by the Daytona 
200 M.C., with course layout and 
sweeping provided by the Daytona 
Dirt Riders, a Florida Trail Riders 
Association club. Daytona 200 M.C. 
president Jerry Strange said the 1984 
edition failed to attract the big-name 
sponsorships of past years. “The club 
itself footed the bill for everything," 
Strange said. However, the club did 
receive assistance from local spon- 
sors, including Daytona Sport Cen- 
ter, Cycle Goodies and Cycle Acces- 
sories. 

Perfect riding weather greeted the 
nearly 300 entrants: temperatures in 
the mid-sixties, blue skies and balmy 
breezes. The first group of five riders 
motored off at 9:01 a.m., with the last 





row departing 58 minutes later. There 
were only four AA entrants: Martin 
on the 20th row, Melton on 22, Burle- 
son on 24, and Hines on 26. 

The route sheet showed a course 
mileage of 78.8 miles, including four 
resets. The entire distance was run at 
a 24 mph average. 

Along the way, riders encountered 
everything the Alligator is famous— 
and infamous--for, 1ncluding a cou- 
ple of tight tree sections, lots of mud 
and palmettos, and one long expanse 
of water underpinned by chain link 
fencing. There was a 15-minute lay- 
over at the gas stop, which put Burle- 
son back on time after he ran out of 
gas on his 500cc Husky Automatic 
and dropped eight minutes at the tie- 
breaker check. He called it, “Опе of 
the better courses--better marked, more 
woods. The checkpoints were in the 
right places. It was fun." 

Can-Am's Geoff Ballard of Austra- 
lia started on the sixth minute but 
soon broke his pacer, so he followed 
Martin after the gas stop "10 get some 
experience in enduro riding." Bal- 
lard added, "111 be living in a slide-in 
camper for the next eight months 
and riding the National enduros, Na- 
tional hare scrambles andISDE Qua- 
lifiers. 








Hines arrived at the gas stop eight 
minutes late with a hole in the radia- 
tor of his Husky 400 WR anda pair of 
mismatched boots. He said, “Му ankle 
was too swollen up to get the other 
boot on. I hurt itat the National hare 
scrambles last weekend, and I jammed 
my foot again today." He rode the 
second half of the enduro with a gal- 
lon jug half full of water strapped to 
his fanny pack. 

Honda riders Jerry Morgan and 
Jim Ford finished 1-2 in Open A. 
Ford, who dropped 29 points, said, “1 
got lost before the fifth check and 
carried the points to the next check. 
I'verun the Alligator 13 times, and it 
seems like they screw up my scoring 
every time.” The initial results showed 
Ford in fourth place with 31 points 
dropped. 

Mark McQuade was third in Open 
A, and said, “I’ve ridden the Alliga- 
tor many times, and this was better 
than most. It could have been arrowed 
better, though. Being on the seventh 
row, I passed everybody and was the 
first one through, so I was the trail- 
blazer.”’ 

Barb Hurka was the only woman 
to start the run, and she houred out at 
the check before the gas stop by two 


minutes, 14 seconds. She started on 


the 46th minute and said, “The mud 
was deep on a late number. You had 
to work your way around it. Other 
than that, they did a much better job 
than last year. This was my third 
time, and I was a little nervous start- 
ing out, because I broke my arm here 
last year.”’ 

It was the second Alligator for 
father-and-son team Bill and Brent 
Herrmann of New England. Brent 
was first in 125cc B with his dad fin- 
ishing third behind Bob Bruehl. He 
called the course, ‘Tight and brushy. 
It was hard finding the arrows some- 
times." 

Gary Phillips of Jermyn, Pennsyl- 
vania, won the 200cc B class and said, 
“This was only my second enduro, 
ever. My first one was last year's Alli- 
gator. I used to race motocross and I 
got too old for that, so I thought I'd 
start enduro riding. I had an odome- 
ter, but it got ripped out after six 
miles.” 

Enduro grandpappy John Penton 
rode--and finished--the Alligator and 
said, “This one was nice. It was real 
fun. The only thing I did was fall 
down twice, right in front of Dave 
Coombs. 

As Super Senior rider Benny Boo- 
tle put it, “Between old man Penton 
and me, we've ridden 66 Alligators.” 
And that, folks, is the stuff that 
enduro legends are made of. °

Liebmann edges 
Reiman in classic 
confrontation

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 7 


The sounds of yesteryear returned to Day- 
tona, bringing back memories of battles 
fought long ago and enough classic “‘old 
ігоп" to make even the most jaded lovers of 


today's high-tech bikes give 
them more than a casual once- 
over. Daytona's Vintage Clas- 
sic road race is a once a year 


excuse for owners of machinery long 
past its prime by today's standards to 
come forth and battle once again. 

The story in this year's edition was 
in the Heavyweight Expert class where 
a stylish confrontation took place 
between Kurt Liebmann and the only 
three-time winner of the Daytona 
200, Roger Reiman. 

The 12-lap Vintage final, run over 
a l.6-mile infield-only course, saw 
Reiman with the lead halfway into 
lap one after Liebmann had gotten a 
strong start. The two swapped the 
lead once or twice a lap for the first 
four laps and then Reiman gained 
command by a slight margin. 

Reiman held the lead as the final 
lap began, but Liebmann was on his 





rear tire, pressuring him to make a 
mistake. Reiman broke his bike's rear 
tire loose exiting a turn before the 
final straightaway and Liebmann 
pounced on the opportunity. He 
grabbed the lead and held off a frus- 
trated Reiman for the win. 

“I finally did it," said Liebmann 
after the race. “I finally won. This 
race was for my father, rest his soul. I 
was waiting for the final lap because 
I was going to pull out all the stops, 
but Roger made a slight but costly 
mistake and that was that. I had the 
advantage on the slower portions of 
the course." 

Liebmann's father, Oscar, 
succumbed to a heart attack while 
working on his son's bikes for Day- 
tonaone year ago. Kurt still runs the 
family business, Amol Precision. His 
winning mount began life as a 1953 
500cc BMW and has been constantly 
updated since then, first by his father

and now by Mike McDonald of Amol 
Precision. 

“We had a sump problem and the 
bike's rear tire got oiled up from oil 
from the breather hose during the 
late stages of the race,” said Reiman. 
"Igoton the gas too soon in a turn on 
the final lap, got a bit sideways and 
that was all Kurt needed." 

Reiman was aboard a Harley-David- 
son KR750 road racer which he had 
ridden for the factory in the 1968 sea- 
son and which he keeps at his shop, 
Reiman's Harley-Davidson in Ke- 
wanee, Illinois. 

Another interesting story came to 
light in the Lightweight class which 
Malcolme Tunstall won. Tunstall 
started strong and got stronger as the 
race wore on, leaving second place 
finisher, Longevity Racing's John 
Long who was also Ducati-mounted, 
further and further behind. 

“The entire credit for building and 
tuning the bike must go to my father, 
Sydney," said Tunstall. “He prepared 
everything and I just rode it. The 
secret is that this Ducati, a mix of 
1968 through 1973 parts, carried my 
father to the 1979 AMA National 
Championship Amateur title at the 
age of 51. All ме did with the bike was 
dust it off, start it up, and race it. It 
ran so well I can't believe it. Iran itat 
10,000 rpm in every gear but fifth and 
the redline is really 8,500. My father 
built it right." 

Other action saw Ed Culbertson, 
aboard a Ducati win the Ultra Light- 
weight class race on the track only to 
come up the loser when his bike was 
found to have an oversize engine 
when it went through a post-race 
tech inspection. Culbertson's dis- 
qualification moved everyone up a 
notch in the results and Honda- 
mounted Richard Evans was declared 
the winner. 

In the pre-1950 ranks, Russ Paulk 
rode a Triumph to victory over Pat 
McHenry. “They should have a class 
for side shift bikes because that makes 
a lot of difference when you're rac- 
ing," said McHenry's sponsor, Jim 
Suter. 

Norton-mounted David Scattergood 
and Harley-mounted Pat Maroney 
had a good duel in the Heavyweight 
Amateur class with Scattergood com- 
ing out on top. 

"Hey, I had fun," said Maroney, 
one of the youngest riders in the field. 
"T've motocrossed, raced hare scram- 
bles and competed in some Six Day 
Qualifiers, so I figured it was time to 
try some road racing. We built the 
bike out of parts I collected and put it 
together over the winter at my father's 
business, Jim Maroney Cycle Shop in 
Newburg, New York.” 

One more than interested spectator 
and worker on hand for the event was 
two-time Daytona 200 winner Dick 
Mann. He was a member of the Team 
Obsolete crew which had five entries 
in the race. When asked why he 
wasn’t racing, Mann replied, ‘“This 
is arace for vintage motorcycles, not 
vintage riders." There were many 
who would have loved to have seen 
Mann back on the track, if only fora 
lap or two. Maybe next year. e

cheating 
world beater

Last year’s Honda Nighthawk broke new 
ground, combining sport and custom styl- 
ing elements in a performance-oriented 
package. This year’s Nighthawk S breaks 


even more new ground. Gone 


are any remnants of custom 
styling, but the machine still 
retains strictly American char- 


acteristics. 
Thanks to a decision made by the 
International Trade Commission and 


supported by the Reagan administra- 
tion, most imported motorcycles over 
700cc are subject to additional tariffs 
over the next four years. As a result, 
many Japanese motorcycles that were 
marketed previously in the 750cc class, 
now displace no more than 699cc. 
In the case of the Nighthawk S, the 








machine began life on the drawing 
boards as a “California hot rod” 
transverse air-cooled four-cylinder 
750cc sports machine, a hot Camaro 
to the Corvette role of the 750 Inter- 
ceptor. Then the ITC handed down 
its decision. 

In the wake of the announcement, 
Honda reduced the stroke of the 
Nighthawk to bring it down under 
the 700cc tariff minimum, winding 
up with a very oversquare motor. 
Even though there are only 50cc dis- 
placement difference between the 
Nighthawk and the Nighthawk S, 
the S has a 7.1 mm bigger bore. Honda 
did go ahead with the 750 model for 
other countries, designating it the 
CBX750 and equipping it with chain 
drive. 

This tariff-skirting process didn't 
deprive the American public ofa fast, 
fun, shaft-driven high-performance 
motorcycle. The motor is a third 
generation version of Honda's 45- 
cubic-inch transverse four-cylinders. 
Although it looks like last year's 650, 
much has been changed. The S retains 
the four valves per cylinder and the 
hydraulic valve adjusters of the '83 
model, but the S runs cams with 
greater lift. 


In the lower half of the motor, 
power is still transmitted by a gear off 
the crankshaft between the third and 
fourth cylinders. When the designers 
went to а 16-inch front wheel up 
front, it allowed them to lower the 
engine and move it further forward 
in the frame. As a result, Honda was 
able to redesign the six-speed trans- 
mission and put all the shafts on the 
same centerline, rather than the stag- 
gered 650 version. 

With the engine moved down and 
forward, keeping the engine compact 
was still a goal. Honda managed to 
reduce sump size by running oil to 
the cooler via the frame downtubes. 

Honda's advertising claims 80 
horsepower for the motor. We didn't 
have a chance to dyno the bike, but 
all the parts of our bodies involved in 
holding on to the motorcycle under 
hard acceleration will gladly testify 
that the Honda is fast. Very fast. 

Starting the 698cc powerplant in- 
volves a fair amount of choke, espe- 
cially in southern California winter 
weather; mild as that may be. We 
found that we needed to keep the 
choke at least partially on through 
the first few miles of riding. 

Once warm, the high-revving en- 





gine (10,500 rpm redline) produces 
its own sweet sounds. Off idle, you 
get chamber music. At 4000 on the 
tachometer, it's jazz. At 6000, rock. 
When you get to 8000, you're talking 
heavy metal output. As strong as the 
Nighthawk S is, it's still a very trac- 
table motorcycle and very easy to ride 
around town. The machine will pull 
from under 2000 without any signifi- 
cant coughing or other protest. We 
found that for most riding around 
town, it was best just to leave the bike 
in third gear and take advantage of 
the wide powerband. 

While the Nighthawk was perfectly 
comfortable in a commuter role, it 
certainly doesn't sound like a com- 
muter machine. It sounds, well, au- 
thoritive, with a distinct snarl in the 
exhaust note. Enthusiasts will love it, 
but Granny will certainly notice the 
sound if you take her for a ride on the 
back. 

Last year's Nighthawk was also 
fast from stoplight to stoplight, but 
couldn't hold a candle to its Intercep- 
tor cousin for handling. This year's 
effort has certainly improved. 

The biggest change is the adoption 
of 16-inch wheels, wide rims and 
matching rubber. We continued to 
speak in unabashed favor of 16-inch 
front wheels because of the wonder- 
fully responsive steering that has ac- 
companied them on bikes we've tested. 
This change, along with the resul- 
tant chance to lower the engine mass, 
accounts for the greatest improve- 
ment over the 1983 Nighthawk. 

Our test bike proved to be great fun 
in the twisty stuff. Effort required to 
get the bike going in either direction 
was minimal, and the results max- 
imal. Just give the bike a little nudge 
in the direction it should go and it 
goes. Even the resident GPz afficia- 
nado was begging for the Honda on 
weekends. 

When we picked up the 'Hawk 
from Honda, their technical reps said 
that we probably would not notice 
that it was shaft-driven. Well, we did, 
but torque reaction as result of chop- 
ping the throttle in the middle of a 
corner was minimal, and after awhile 
we simply adjusted and forgot about 
the shaft. 

А beefy telescopic fork assembly 
with 39mm tubes connects the front 
wheel with the steering head. The 
springs and oil in the fork are aided 
by air pressure. As delivered from 
Honda, the front suspension proved 
to. be perfectly satisfactory for riders 
in thelight and medium weight cate- 
gories, while those heavies in the 
crowd felt they were getting a little 
too much feedback on road conditions 
through the handlebars. Never was 
the damping or rebounding action 
harsh or unpredictable, so the whole 
crew gave the suspension good grades. 

Rear suspension duties are taken 
care of by a pair of oil-damped shocks, 
this year from, Kayaba instead of 
Showa units previously utilized. They 
worked well enough so that nobody 
complained, but the plush ride we've 
encountered with some of the rising- 
rate single shock systems was lacking. 

The tubeless Bridgestone tires that 
come stock on the Nighthawk prov- 
ed to be more than adequate during 
our test, but with the Nighthawk's 
capabilities, we'd bet that a lot of 
good and sticky aftermarket rubber 
will be finding its way on to the cast 
aluminum rims. 

With the alternator remaining be- 
hind thecylinders, the engine is quite 
narrow and the ground clearance 
more than adequate. Honda continues 
to put “feelers” on the footpegs; ours 
remained virgin. 


The 700 also retains Honda's “five- 
speed plus overdrive" transmission. 
The gear ratios are well-spaced, but 
shifting was a bit clunky, especially 








from first to second. Considering the 
engine's wide powerband, and the 
lack of vibration, a five-speed tranny 
would be perfectly sufficient. In our 
day-to-day riding, we only used first 
through fifth, with the engine turn- 
ing right around 4700 rpm in fifth. 
The sixth gear would probably be 
very welcome if traversing something 
the size of the California desert. 

Under the heading of rider com- 
fort, the Nighthawk scores good 
marks. Heading the list are the truly 
adjustable handlebars. Like a “пог- 
mal” one-piece tubular bar, the 
Nighthawk bar is adjustable for pull- 
back at the top of the triple clamp. 
But each side of the bar has a collar 
arrangement to allow for even more 
adjustment. If you can't get comfor- 
table with the S's handlebars, try one 
of the “custom” psuedo-choppers. 

The seat is soft, wide and comfor- 
table, and the hump at the halfway 
point went unnoticed. While the seat 
is nice to one's buns whileriding, the 
seat mounting is a pain in the afore- 
mentioned posterior. The amount of 
jimmying to get the seat to sit flush in 
its mounting is excessive. And when 
you consider that you have to pull the 
seat up to get at the helmet lock, you 
had better get used to the idea of tak- 
ing your helmet with you into restau- 
rants and the like. 

Controls are first rate. The hy- 
draulically actuated clutch has a nice, 
light feel in addition to the plus that 
it never needs adjustment. While the 
rear brake pedal connects to a drum, 
the front brake lever connects to a 
pair of Honda's superb twin-caliper 
discs. If you want better brakes up 
front, talk to Erv Kanemoto about 
obtaining the ones off Freddie's NS. 

The grips scored mixed reviews. 
They don't leave as much rubber on 
bare hands as previous efforts, but at 
least one tester complained that they 
were too hard. The handlebars do 
pass some vibration to the grips, so 
softer ones would help the situation. 
The mirrors, which are altogether 





too small, also suffered from the 
vibration. Even though there is a lit- 
tle buzz, theoverall feeling of the bike 
is one of smoothness. 

Honda has gone to push-to-cancel 
turn signals, a very nice touch. The 
speedo and electric tach are from the 
Interceptor and can be a bit decieving 
at first. The needle on the speedo 
starts from the very bottom of the 
instrument face, and the rider will be 
past the national speed limit before 
he notices the needle rising. Time in 
the saddle eliminated the problem for 
us. The S model also features a nice, 
easy-to-read LCD gear position indi- 
cator. 

We suppose we can include the 
lack of time the owner must spend 
maintaining the bike under the rider 
comfort category. With the shaft drive, 
hydraulic valve adjusters and the hy- 
draulic clutch, about all therider has 
left to do is change the oil. The 
'Hawk has an external oil filter 
mounted on the front of the engine. 
Honda personnel said that it could be 
changed without removing the pipes, 
but we took a look and have serious 
doubts about it. 

Oil goes in every 4000 miles, but 
the gas in the tank needs a refill much 
more often. We averaged in the mid- 
to low-40s in the mile-per-gallon 
category, but a lot of that was because 
the bike is so much fun to ride under 
power that we kept it down in the 
lower cogs much more than we nor- 
mally do with bikes this size. One 
tester found that refueling was diffi- 
cult and the locking gas cap hard to 
engage, but another had no feelings 
about it either way. 

By now, if our use of the English 
language has matched our intent, 
you've probably gathered that we like 
the Nighthawk S. We do, and with 
good reason. The S is a versatile 
machine, capable of being a commu- 
ter bike, a canyon cat and a sports 
tourer that can handle long stretches. 
We like bikes that allow us to do 
many things. e

New engine. New bike?

While their Japanese rivals have seemingly 
concentrated during the last few years on 
rendering each new model obsolete within 
30 months of its launch, Harley-Davidson 


has contented themselves with 
following the tried-and-true 
large-capacity V-twin path — 
their Porsche-designed 800cc 
narrow-angle water-cooled V4 proto- 
type notwithstanding — that has 
stood them in such good stead for the 
past 60 years. 

Now, with the introduction of their 
new generation of alloy-barreled 
engines, termed the "У2 Evolution’ 
unit, Harley has taken what at casual 
glance seems a long-overdue but 
overly tentative step into the present, 
but which on closer examination and 
acquaintance, is in reality a quantum 
leap forward from the days of the 
iron-barreled shovelhead. Put simply, 
the Harley engine is a gem, a success- 
ful amalgam of traditional values 
and modern technology, of a simple 
pushrod design and refined execution. 

'The new generation of H-D pro- 
ducts, equipped with this unit, with- 
stand comparison on an equal basis 
with any other machine, from what- 
ever source, in their respective classes. 
No longer need the excuse be made: 
“Yes, but it's a Harley." Milwaukee's 
products stand on their own feet 
(wheels?), now. 

In case you dismiss this eulogy as 
the demented ravings of one hope- 
lessly hooked on Harleys, let me 
enlighten you. Sure, I found the new 
XR1000 one of the most fun bikes to 
ride on the street I've tried in a long 
while when I tested it last year, but of 
the several Harleys I've ridden over 
the years, it was the first I really liked— 
and I said as much at the time. All 
credit therefore to H-D International 
for arranging the loan of one of the 








brand-spanking new Evolution- 
engined models during my recent 
visit to Los Angeles. A full-dress 
FLHT Electra Glide Classic, Harley's 
top of the line model: "Мої xe 
your kind of bike," worried Harley's 
Dave Lickerman, “but if you really 
want to try out the new engine, take 
it: you'll be surprised." I was, Dave, I 
Was... 

Over miles of every type of road 
you can find in southern California, 
from switchback Angeles Crest High- 
way atop the San Gabriel Mountains, 
through the Santa Ana Freeway at 
4:30 on a weekday afternoon (You 
think you got traffic jams where you 
come from? Ever seea total of 12 lanes 
of traffic completely choked up?), to 
the arrow-straight dragstrip of the 
Mojave Desert highway, convinced 
me of the merits of Harley's new 
engine, mated with an improved set 
of cycle parts to produce one of the 
most desirable touring bikes available 
by any standards. 

To be honest, I hadn't intended 
riding the Electra Glide that much: 
just enough to feel it out, I thought 
before I picked it up, then see if we 
can't get something more, uh, suitable 
for the run out to Willow Springs 
and a day of racer testing. Just riding 
the bike completely destroyed my 
preconceptions about it: І ended up 
keeping it a day longer than I was 
supposed to, started working on the 
basis of the longest distance between 
two points, and generally found 
myself inventing reasons to go for a 
ride. Cathcart on a full-dresser: who'd 
have thought її... 

Not everything about the bike is 
perfect. The. air cleaner protrudes 








quite uncomfortably into your right 
kneecap, but that's a function of the 
engine layout and there's precious 
little that can be done about it. 

'The bike can be operated without 
an ignition key, a surefire recipe for 
loss by a lazy owner who didn't take 
the trouble to dig the key out of his 
pocket and operate the rather awk- 
ward steering lock before sauntering 
off in search of an occupant for the 
rear portion of the really comfortable 
seat. 

The starter motor seems under- 
powered, sometimes not generating 
enough urge to spin the engine: heart 
in mouth, you pray that the battery 
hasn't really gone flat —and it hasn't, 
but you do have to thumb the button 
two or three times on occasion to 
light 'er up. 

The turn signal controls are the 
biggest turn-off on the bike — just 
because they always do when you 
take your thumb off the switches (one 
for each side): that's fine on the open 
road, but negotiating tight corners at 
low speed means a choice of either 
operating the clutch or front brake, 
or the turn signal. You can't do both, 
and be safe—and that's dangerous. 

There’s no center stand (always 
supposing you could lug a motor- 
cycle that weighs 712 pounds dry on 
to it), so to paraphrase the Citroen 
CX handbook, ‘In case of puncture or 
mechanical derangement, contact 
your nearest H-D dealer.’ 

The windshield is only adjustable 
for height to one other position, and 
in both of them a six-foot rider (i.e. 
me) found the top lip just nicely 
placed to distort my view of the road 
30 yards in front of the bike — all- 
important in city traffic. More adjust- 
ment, or different screen heights avail- 
able at no extra cost, please. 

Oh yes, and the locks of the well- 
made ABS lockers contrived to be 
both flimsy and awkward to operate, 
though theside hinging, internal com- 
partmenting and non-slip surface of 





the top box made it a highly conven- 
ient storage facility. Doesn't quite 
take a Simpson full-face helmet, 
though: tsk, tsk. 

From the nit-picking caliber of 
these criticisms it may be deduced 
that really I found precious little 
wrong with the Evolution-powered 
Electra Glide, and a great deal right. 
Gadzooks, Holmes — a hole in one 
again. Theonly major criticism I had 
of actually riding the bike is an 
unfair one, since it's a function of the 
machine's sheer bulk and weight. It 
definitely doesn't like being hustled 
through downhill twists and turns, 
especially if the road bottoms out in 
the apex. Not only is ground clear- 
ance somewhat restricted at even 
moderate angles of lean (29.5? on the 
left before the side stand sparks, or 
35° on theright before you scrape the 
chrome off the silencer), but even at a 
quite relaxed fast touring pace the 
front end'wallows and hacks about in 
a rather alarming manner. Back off, 
else you'll be into the rock face on one 
side or over the precipice on the other: 
ouch! To be fair, the anti-dive on the 
front forks may have been set up too 
soft, but in the absence of one of those 
little hand-pumps to touch up the 
pressure (put an air line to it and 
you'll blow the seals), I couldn't 
check that. H-D really should supply 
such a pump as standard on a bike 
of this price and design: inciden- 
tally, the valve for the completely 
airdamped system is located in the 
top of the front nerf bar — a nice 


touch. ти Д 
That apart, riding the Electra Glide 


was a delight. To begin with, the new 
alloy engine runs a great deal cooler 
than its iron-jug predecessor, a fact of 


special importance in the 95? heat : 


prevalent during my ride: the shovel- 
head engine would have done my 


legs to a turn. Even better, the new 
engine makes 10% more horsepower | 


than the old unit and produces 15% 
more torque. Slipping down from 
top to fourth on the positive-shifting 
five-speed gearbox to go for a gap in 
the freeway traffic was really super- 
fluous: a twist of the wrist to get the 
1,340cc lump turning over a little 
faster would have been ample. In 
fact, after a while that's what I settled 
for, because on this particular bike 
fourth gear had obviously been 
shimmed incorrectly on assembly: it 
chattered away noisily to itself when- 
ever selected, and third made a slight 
grinding sound, too. With less than 
500 miles on the clock when I took 
the bike over, this is either an indica- 
tion that the gearbox needs a lot of 
running in, or a worrying question 
mark over quality control inspection 
on what isa very expensive motorcycle 
by any standards. Whichever way you 
take it depends on your attitude-to 
Harleys, I guess. 

Much improved over the shovelhead 
too is the vibration level of the new 
engine — basically, you can't feel any 
except when stationary at a traffic 
light or such when the rubber damp- 
ing of the bars and (adjustable) foot- 
boards, coupled with the otherwise 
highly effective elastomer engine 
mounts fail to disguise the shake, rat- 
tle and roll of the traditional narrow- 
angle 45? V-twin. No Honda-type 
offset crankpins or Yamaha-style 
balance shafts here, and none needed 
once rolling down the highway: the 
Electra Glide's a highly civilized and 
smooth riding machine with no more 
apparent vibration than a Ducati, for 
example. Incidentally, (Бе newish 
smooth rubber grips are great—light 
years ahead of those evil, smooth 
plastic things Harleys used to come 
equipped with. 

Controls are few, instrumentation 
extensive, with a fuel gauge nestling 
between a matching revcounter and 
speedo: when the latter showed 70 








mph, the tachometer read only 3,400 
‘rpm, indicating the lightly stressed 
nature of the big engine. You can 
pull away from 1,500 rpm in top 
without transmission snatch, and if 
you really want to it'll run up to 5,500 
revs, though why on earth you'd 
want to in the gears with all that 
torque is beyond me. Maximum 
torque is at 3,600 rpm, and the engine 
is indeed happiest running at about 
4,000, which represents just over 80 
mph — or would, if you could read it 
on the stupid 80 mph speedo: try rid- 
ing at 55 mph on the California free- 
ways, and you'll find yourself getting 
swamped by a phalanx of Peterbilts 
and Kenworths, not to mention 1171 
‘ol ladies from Pasadena in their '63 
Buicks. For the birds! 

The lockable fuel cap sits under a 
flap on the top of the tank — lost 
opportunity here, for there's space 
for a little pocket for highway maps, 
coins for freeway tolls and so on if 
H-D cared to install one: there's no 
room in the handlebar-mounted fair- 
ing. But two very neat touches are the 
installation of the oil tank, blending 
into the lines of the machine under 
the seat, and even more vital, the 
fully-sealed chain which runs in an 
oil bath and is apparently good for 
well over 10,000 miles, even with 
such a heavy bike. 

H-D ran an interesting test at Talla- 
dega earlier this year, using two bikes 
fitted with the V2 engine, a Sport 
Glide FXRT and an FLT Tour Glide. 
The former ran a total of 8,051 miles 
in just over 94 hours, with stops only 
for refueling, rider changes and 
manufacturers servicing (oil changes 
and the like). Average speed was 
85.07 mph, ànd the bike required no 
repairs or servicing, averaging 1,500 
miles per quart of oil. The Tour 
Glide averaged 85.22 mph for 8,052 
miles (fast speedo?), and required 
only a headlight, wheel bearing seal 
and rear exhaust mount during the 
AMA-observed test. In spite of the hot 
conditions, both bikes apparently ran 
faultlessly, and both still had consider- 
able wear left on their enclosed chains. 
Just as well, because replacing them 
must be a grade A bitch. 

H-D deserves recognition for their 
confidence in their new models and 
engine to be prepared to expose them 
to such a rigorous, publicly-observed 
test, though since over 5,600 dyno 
hours and 750,000 miles of road test- 
ing were apparently invested in the 
development of the Evolution engine, 
maybe it wasn't such a gamble after 
all. 

One statistic they haven't published 
after the Talladega test, though, is 
the fuel consumption for the Tour 
Glide: H-D claims 55 mpg on the 
highway, and 45 in town for the bike, 
but I never got better than 42 mpg on 
my two fill-ups of the five-gallon 
tank, running at an average 70 mph 
on the freeways one-up with my rac- 
ing gear and camera equipment in 
the lockers. Still, by UJM standards 
that's pretty impressive for a 1,340cc 
engine, and again a tribute to the 
efficient combustion of the new 
engine. 

And finally — the brakes. Anyone 
not a member of the Hawg Herd 
who's ridden a Harley any time in the 
past 60 years will tell you that getting 
the bike to stop was a right pig. The 
move to disc brakes in the "705 seemed 
to make things worse, not better: 
wooden pads, Charles Atlas-course 
lever pressures, discs that glittered 
but did not grip, especially in the wet 
— all these made the other undoubted 
attractions of riding a Milwaukee 
bike something you'd be better off 
doing far away from any potential 
road obstacle or other traffic. Persist- 
ent criticism finally resulted in the 
new brakes which first appeared on 
the XR1000 earlier this year, have 








been used successfully on Jay Spring- 


steen's Battle of the T'wins road racer, 
and are now fitted to the other road 
models including the Tour Glide. 
What else to say except that they're 
excellent, especially when you 
remember that 1,000-pound all-up 
weight with only one rider and a bit 
of luggage. The back disc works par- 
ticularly well, with lots of feel and 
progressive response which makes 
coming to a standstill in traffic and 
keeping your balance on the bulky 
beast a breeze. The front stoppers are 
strangely not quite so sensitive, but 
they still work perfectly well, and are 
light years ahead of the previous 
things: well done, Harley. 

Gliding along the highways of 
southern California on this unex- 
pectedly good motorcycle caused me 
to reflect that maybe Reagan's contro- 
versial tax on (effectively) Japanese 
bikes over 700cc might have been a 
good thing after all. With only 950 
workers at their York, Pennsylvania, 
assembly plant producing 32,000 
motorcycles (compared to 50,000 a 
few years ago), Harley has become 
a low-volume, high-quality manu- 
facturer, and as such an easy prey for 
predatory pricing and model intro- 
duction policies by the Japanese 
companies desperate to halt their fall- 
ing sales graphs any way they can. 
After all, what H-D has persuaded 
the U.S. government to do is a great 
deal less protectionist than the poli- 
cies adopted by the Japanese authori- 





ties in making it as hard as possible to 
sell foreign bikes in their country: the 
only difference is in the two countries' 
respective policies toward free trade 
over the years. Maybe if a similar 
tariff barrier had been erected in Bri- 
tain some years ago, the British might 
still have a motorcycle industry 
worthy of the name. 

H-D's considerable design improve- 
ments, as evidenced by the V2 Evolu- 
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tion engine, plus their effective adop- 
tion of computer-aided techniques in 
design and manufacture, as well as 
the streamlining of their’ assembly 
process, persuaded Reagan that the 
company was worth going out on a 
limb for. If the new FLHT Electra 
Glide is an indication of the fruits to 
come from such protection, it will 
have been justified. That’s my opin- 
ion, anyway. °

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Exclusive: Honda NR500 


Yes, Virginia, there really is an 
oblong, eight-valve, twin-rod piston 
By Dennis Noyes 


The piston you see is real. Honda personnel in Italy, England and Japan have 
acknowledged that . . . “Yes, it is one of ours.” But once the piston was meas- 
ured and a few basic calculations were made, it became obvious that this piston 
was not from the NR500 V-4 with 36mm or 40mm stroke that Honda had 
previously announced. 

Since all GP machines must declare stroke and have said stroke inscribed on 
the crankcases when they report for noise testing, we know that Honda's NR500 
never raced with a stroke shorter than 36mm and that later versions had a 40mm 
stroke. The piston you see here used with a 36mm stroke would give us a four 
cylinder engine of 742cc. With a 40mm stroke we are talking about an 824cc NR. 
If this piston is to be used in a legal 500cc GP road racer we have to use a 
freakishly short 24mm stroke in conjunction with a theoretical (if the oblong 
piston were round) 81mm bore. 

Did Honda run an oversize motor? Is this in fact a piston from an experimen- 
tal 750cc от 850cc engine? All ше really know, if we believe, is that Honda either 
released or misplaced a genuine NR eight-valve, oblong piston and that some- 
where within Honda R&D they are still tinkering with the NR, dubbed the 
“Never Ready" by the European press. : 

In America, the Honda NR ridden by Freddie Spencer managed a face-saving 
heat win at Laguna Seca in front of Roberts and Mamola on the works Yamaha 
and Suzuki (before blowing up in the final), but in Europe the NR has generally 
been regarded as an unmitigated fiasco. Here, Dennis Noyes of Solo Moto, the 
Spanish newspaper that shared the exclusive photos of the NR piston with 
Italy's Moto Sprint and Cycle News, recalls the brief and joyless history of the 
NR to date and speculates on the true nature of the NR which Honda seems 
determined to eventually develop into a winner. 


Nothing fails like failure, and when it became 
clear that the Honda NR500 wasn't going to 
be winning any races in 1979, the European 
press which had been splashing the NR over its 


der and eight flat slide carbs, clocks 


in the red, white and blue four- 
stroke road race machine. 
Thehigh-revving four-strokes 


with two banks of oblong pistons set at 
100 degrees with eight valves per cylin- 


redlined at 20,500 rpm, made their 
debut at the British GP of 1979, with 
Takazumi Katayama and Mick Grant 
at the controls. 

The build-up to this Honda return 
to GP racing had been going on since 








the first photos of the NR were released 
by Honda at the Isle of Man in 1978. 
The NR instantly became the Great 
White Hope for four-stroke lovers (two- 
stroke haters) round the world. Serious 
racing engineers also awaited develop- 
ments, but the press played up the nos- 
talgic angle. The second coming is at 
hand! 

Honda cranked out a new slogan 
which fed the flames: “Honda enters, 
Honda wins.” And Honda also leaked 
information in dribbles and spurts and 
managed to get more attention devoted 
to the as-yet unseen NR than was given 
to Kenny Roberts' Yamaha and the ultra- 
competitive Suzukis of Sheene and 
Hartog. 

During the winter of 1978/79, juicy, 
tidbits of Honda poop from “usually 
reliable sources" glutted the market. 

"If you quote me on this ГЇЇ deny 
it," said my Italian source the day he 
told me for the first time of “oval 
pistons.” 

71 can tell you in the strictest confi- 
dence,” said the British photographer 
just back from Honda, “that the NR is 
making 120 horsepower at 21,000 rpm, 
and that they are out to win at Silver- 
stone." 

A well-known German writer man- 
aged to get a look at the Honda in bits 
on the bench in Japan and jumped to a 
startling conclusion which hit the head- 
lines: "Honda NR isa V-8!” And since 
the FIM limits 500s to four cylinders, 
Honda was forced to explain that the 
NR wasa four but that there were eight 
rods, two per oval piston. 

This was all great stuff. An official 
press release said that the NR was in 
fact a 100-degree V-4, eight valves per 
cylinder with oval pistons . . . ceramic 
pistons, mate! No horsepower figures 
were mentioned, but mention of over 
20,000 rpm was made. 

Like the Washington Senators fan 











piston revealed 


sitting on the bench at midnight in the 
opening scene of Damn Yankees, І, 
like a lot of other two-stroke haters, 
would have entered into negotiations 
with the Devil himself if only such 
heady stuff could be true. Let it be true! 

The roar of the MV Agusta had 
faded in 1975 when Agostini on the 
Yamaha just beat Phil Read on the 
MV fire engine. It was Ago himself 
who did penitence in 1976 with a 
swan song MV Agusta victory in front 
of the Suzukis of Marco Lucchinelli 
and Pat Hennen at West Germany's 
Nurburgring, but the MV boxer water- 
cooled four was not to be. FIM noise 
regulations, shaky MV Agusta fortunes 
and the cruel realities (fast two-strokes, 
for example) sent the roaring MV out 
to pasture, doomed to pre-race parade 
duty. 

If you ever heard two MV's howling 
in anger at the head of a pack of 
screaming two-strokes and if your heart 
is not made of stone, you know what 
MV and “The Big Noise" meant to all 
of us in Europe. The roar of the MV's 
in the warm-up area gave meaning to 
the word visceral. It hit you at gut 
level. It sounded like a motorcycle! 

So when the MV's were gone you 
either cried in your beer and said, to 
quote an Ipswich sidecar racer, “Well, 
that's the way things are when they're 
like that," or you became a True 
Believer. Save your Castrol R, boys, the 
four-strokes are gonna rise again! 

It was the belief in the legend of the 
Onceand Future King, the Great Four- 
Stroke in the Sky that would return to 
avenge unspeakable outrages . . . it was 
all that sweet nostalgia that made so 
many people believe in a Honda with 
oval ceramic pistons and more valves 
than a grid of Manx Nortons. 

I wanted to believe, but during the 
winter of 1978/79 I spoke to two sages 
who didn’t think the NR had the 
chance of a snowball in hell. Vic Wil- 
loughby, the well-known British tech- 
nical journalist said, “It won't breathe 
at those revs with poppet valves," and 
then went on to extol the merits of 
Aspen valves. But it was Ducati's Fabio 
Taglioni who crushed my hopes. In 
his Borgo Panigale office with the old 
Apollo V-4 engine as a doorstop and 
the plans of the new V-4 Pantah on his 
desk, Dr. T. said, “Too many valves to 
keep high compression at such high 
revs. It won't work." 

As the racing season grew near the 
expectation rose, but when the NR 
finally appeared at Silverstone, Honda : 
was already making whiney noises. 
“This is only the beginning ої a long 
development program. We mustn't 
have unrealistic expectations." And, 
the noise on the track, due mainly to 
the FIM 110 decibel limits, was all buzz 
and no thump. A lot of air was being 
pumped through those V-4 motors but 
not much power was getting to the 
road. 

A friend of mine named Toni Gar- 
cia, riding a tatty and not-too-swift 
over-the-counter Yamaha passed both 
the factory Hondas on the Hanger 
Straight and told me in succinct Span- 
ish what I feared, “Its slower than a 
dead fat man." 

Toni was first reserve with a time 
justa click better than Grant. Katayama 
was last man on the grid, but Honda 
G.B. had more pull than Antonio 
Garcia Moreno and whena slot opened 
due toa last-practice crash it was Grant 
and the NR who were given the start. 
As it turned out, I’m sure Grant would 
have preferred to have watched from 
the pit wall. 

When the lights went green and the 
grid cleared off, Katayama and Grant 
were left still shoving. A bike that 
makes maximum power at around 








20,000 rpm isn't еазау to bump start on 
long gearing. Katayama finally got off, 
leaving the smell of a toasted clutch, 
but poor old Grant nearly clouted the 
guardrail and killed the motor. He had 
a second push and off he went. I looked 
up at the press box TV to see Roberts 
and Sheene and the pack snaking onto 
the Hanger Straight when suddenly 
everyone in the press box stood and 
shouted. 

Fire and smoke! A rider is down in 
turn one! I knew who it was. Mick 
Grant and the NR had hit a patch of 
oil. And a lap later, Katayama, after 
battling for last place for a few miles, 
retired with the rear slick in oil. 

Later at Paul Ricard in France, the 
Hondas didn't qualify, but they tried 
to barge out onto the grid anyway and 
were ordered off the track by the French 
officials. 

And from then in it was open season 
on the NR. The same journalists who 
had predicted a great debut, now fled 
the Honda pit and either ignored the 
NR or made fun of it. 

But Honda kept running for two 
more years, and it became easier to talk 
to Honda about the bike. They told us 
it had a 36mm stroke in 1979, but in 
1980 I saw the figure 40mm written in 
white paint on the NR cases when the 
bike showed up for noise control. FIM 
regs require that the stroke of GP bikes 
be inscribed on the engine so that 
scrutineers can calculate the revs neces- 
sary to take a four-stroke to 11 meters 
per second lineal piston speed and a 
two-stroke to 13 m/s. To falsify infor- 
mation at tech inspection would expose 
Honda to sanctions and Honda would 
never take such a chance, especially 
with a growing sector of the press then 
regarding the NR as comic relief. 

I covered about six GP races in 1980 
and another six in 1981 and saw the 
Honda's greatest СР moment when 
Freddie Spencer was holding a good 
fifth place during the early going of 
the British GP of 1981, until some- 
thing went wrong and the NR retired. 
And that was about the end of it. 
Honda had decided that the NR had 
become a laughing stock in certain sec- 
tors and that the only course open was 
to get out there and win races with a 
Honda two-stroke 500. And thus the 
NS500 V-3 which was being developed 
in relative secrecy was given priority 
and after 1982 nobody was laughing at 
Honda. Freddie won two GP races and 
Katayama one and in 1983 Spencer 

- exchanged his World number three for 
the big Number One that Franco 
Uncini had been using on his Suzuki 
and which Kenny Roberts rather fan- 
cied for his Yamaha. 

And with Honda the odds-on favor- 
ite to retain the title with either the 
three or new four-cylinder two-stroke, 
we hadall but forgotten about the NR. 
Only Honda could make us remember 
and the best way was to leak a real 
piston. 

I am 99% certain that Honda let this 
piston out just to get the press talking 
about the NR again, but I have to play 
the game and respect sources who do 
not want to be named. A Solo Moto 
staffman inspected, fondled and meas- 
ured an NR piston which appeared to 
be aluminum and which gave no clue 
as to how it’s rings sealed. He then 
photographed it. The pics confirm 
that a long wrist pin with center sup- 
ports is to accommodate two rods. A 
few of these rods have gotten out of the 
factory as gifts to Honda executives in 
America and Europe, and many of us 
have seen them, tiny little things, but 
until somebody gets hold of an NR 
crankshaft we won't know the stroke. 

Our staffman was clever enough to 
photograph the piston using a Solo 
Moto front page as background so that 
the unlikely measurements could be 
confirmed and that is how we came to 
the conclusion that this was not a pis- 
ton from a 500cc NR with 36mm or 
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40mm stroke as Honda had claimed. 

The piston is 134.3mm on its long 
axis and is 41mm “wide” and to get a 
500cc four displacing 124.75cc per 
cylinder we need a 24mm stroke. 

We also observed that the valve 
angle is 45-degrees and not the 60 to 
65-degrees that Honda once claimed. 
The valve sizes appear to be 18mm for 
the inlets and 16mm for the exhausts. 

Suddenly, we are off and runnin 
again. Rumors have it that Honda will 
never say die and that they are deter- 
mined to win a race, a GP, with the 
NR. 

Once again, the "usually reliable 
sources" of the old days are floating in 
and out of focus. The first to talk to me 
about “oval pistons" and eight-valve 
combustion chambers called to say 
that the NR is running hard on the 
Honda test beds and that the horsepower 
figure currently being achieved is a 
competitive 130 at just over 20,000 rpm. 

But no one knows the stroke. My 
source says there has never been an NR 
running less than a 36mm stroke, but 
that strokes as long as 43mm have been 





tried. 

Lineal average piston speed (stroke 
X 2 X rpm-- 60 gives meters per 
second to be converted, if you like, to 
feet per minute) doesn't tell the whole 
story and it is obvious that Honda is 
clever enough to go well beyond the 
old 4,000 feet per minute “redline” of 
the old days, but it seems highly 
unlikely that Honda's NR would be 
producing piston speeds well below 
those of current racing four-strokes. If 
we accept the hypothesis of a 24mm 
stroke to accommodate our oblong 
piston then at Honda's 20,500 redline 
we are talking about a lazy motor with 
linear average piston speed of only 
3,228 ft/min ... like a Guzzi LeMans 
road bike tooling along at a conserva- 
tive 7,000 rpm. 

Here are the piston speeds achieved 
by some highly successful four-stroke 
racing motorcycles and along with 
them three theoretical Honda NR 500cc 
with varying strokes. Only one of 
them, the 24mm stroke hypothesis, 
could run with the piston shown on 
these pages.

The current state of the art indicates 
a piston speed around 4,800 feet per 
minute, at least, if the Honda NR is 
seeking power at astronomical revs. 
So, it seems clear that Honda is run- 
ning their oblong pistons up and 
down the bore at considerably more 
than a piddling 3,228 feet per min- 
ute. 

AII sorts of theories crop up: Was 
Honda using, for example, a 24mm 
stroke and revving to 30,000 rpm and 
keeping that secret even from the riders 
by using a tachometer that showed 
10,000 rpm less? I can't buy that one for 
two reasons: because the engineers I 
know don't believe in a freakish 3.38:1 
bore/stroke ratio and because I can't 
believe Honda would ever risk giving 
false stroke information to FIM offi- 
cials during noise checks at World 
Championship events. 

Honda smiles at all this, but as we 
all have learned that is not Japanese 
for yes or no or anything other than 
Oriental amusement. 

Yet it appears certain that Honda 
wants us to start talking about the NR

again and that they have leaked a pis- 
ton that may be a mock-up or may be 
from a 750 or 850cc experimental ver- 
sion of the NR for the sole purpose of 
restoring our faith. 

The most cynical, old, sleazy geezer I 
know in this business—a Limey who 
hangs out in Tokyo, will tell you. if 
you buy him enough drinks that there 
never was an NR V-4. He says Honda 
raced with a V-8 and ordered their rid- 
ers never to finish in the points so as to 
avoid having to open the cases and lift 
the heads if there was a protest. He says 
that Honda ran a V-8 while trying to 
talk, bribe and pressure the FIM into 
dropping their four cylinder limits in 
the 500cc class. 

But you and I and Virginia really 
believe there is a Honda У-4 with four 
oblong pistons, 32 valves and two rods 
per piston, don't we? Honda has not 
given up on the NR. The NR four- 
stroke will endure and prevail! Some- 
day, when the “Never Ready” is ready. 
Just cut out this picture of the genuine 
NR piston and hang it over your bed 
and... believe! ә

One 
night I gathered some of them on the 
Camel show at the Hawaiian and out 
of the bluea guy popped up claiming 
he had won the Springfield Mile in 
1938 — on a BMW 500 shaft-drive 
racer! I more or less tried to avoid 
further talk about it but he went out 
to his car and brought back written 
proof of it. He also set a record doing 
it! Said he tried to tell them at Spring- 
field last year and they would not 
believe him. His name is Joe Thomas. 

'The same night I had the old ace, 
'Ted Edwards, on the show but the 
batteries in his hearing aid went dead 
and Ted just kept talking when I was 
trying to ask questions. A grand old 
gentleman who is now 78 years young. 

Three-time Daytona Beach course 
winner, Brad Andres, was not there 
but his dad Leonard was, along with 
Hap Jones and Bill Bagnall. Bill was 
minus his hairpiece that he has worn 
so many years, saying it was just too 
much bother at this stage of the game. 

Former dirt track ace, George 
Roeder was in town, tuning for one 
of his sons in the Battle of the Twins 
event. George has a racing license 
again this year and was an official 
entrant in the Sunday half mile but 
said he was only speed-tuning his 
son's bike.

The largest gathering of press 
people to attend a Cycle Week 
function of this type was on hand to 
view the new Honda V-4 the day before 
Spencer took it out and destroyed the 
one-lap track record. The bike got 
about as much attention as if it was 
Bo Derek instead of a motorcycle.

I was talking with Jim Sutter who 
owns a 1948 Indian flat tracker that 
was ridden in the event by ex-short 
tracker, Pat McHenry. I asked Jim if 
he wanted me to give Pat pit signals 
with the lap board during the race. 
Jim said, "Roxy, when you race an 
Indian one does not give pit signals, 
you give the rider smoke signals!” I 
did not have the nerve to ask the 
Speedway ‘people to let me build a 
fire in their infield — and besides, I 
knew what the answer would be. By 
the way, the old Indian and Pat went 
the distance and were running ahead 
of several very good old full dress 
road racers. 

All things considered, it was a very 
good week for a lot of people that 
were on and off the race track.

Rames smokes at 
Salome 100

Sam Rames dusted the best to 
take the overall and 250cc Ex- 
pert win at the Arizona Desert 
Racing Association's Eighth 
Annual Salome 100 desert race. 

“King of the Desert" 250cc Champ 
Kent Miller lost to fellow Arizona 
Husqvarna rider, Rames, after he DNF 
with a broken exhaust pipe. 

Rames brought his 250cc Husky in 
with a 3:40:56 time, followed by Mil- 
ler's dad, Dave Miller, with a 3:41:35 
taking Open Expert and second over- 
all. Next was KTM/County Cycle 
rider Paul Bennett one second back 
on his L/C 250, and Bob Tod's Sun- 
nyslope Honda 250 followed within 
the same minute. 

However, Mark Hildebrand and 
his 250cc Yamaha might have won 
had he not experienced a flat rear tire 
on his third lap. Another pit timed 
the Circle Ind./Motorcycle Mecca/ 
Dirt Unlimited crew's swap at 3:56, 
and Hildebrand finished only 2:46 
off of Rames, to end up fifth overall. 
Glen Carmody was first 200cc Expert 
and finished seventh overall at 3:49:39 
on his new 125cc KTM. Only 168 fin- 
ished out of the 313 starters. 

Running three laps were the Sr. 
Experts, Sr. Amateurs, 30 and 38* Sr. 
Vets, Amateurs and Novices. Overall 
was last year's A.D.R.A. Sr. Expert 
Champ Wayne Decklever on his 500cc 
Honda at 2:48:53. He finished nearly 
two minutes ahead of Mark Huffine, 
second overall and first Amateur. 
Indeed, five of the top ten were Sr. 
Experts, with Elmer Attson finishing 
third at 2:50:51, and Bill Chunn fourth 
at 2:57:02. 

Dennis Parks, first Open Amateur 
and fifth overall, survived a nasty fall 
just ten feet from the finish. Little 
John Nolan also showed his stuff, 
pushing his three-day-old Honda to 
a clean third in 250cc Amateur. And 
in the Novice ranks, Roger Hickey 
won the Opens, Rob Johnston took 
250s, with Wayne Balcerzak bringing 
home the 200s.

Stearns bags the hare 


at Lucerne

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, FEB. 26 

In what might be called a 
“hare-raising good time,’ 

Chuck Stearns, aboard an 
O’Neal/DRS-supported Honda 
500, won the 12th Annual Brush Bus- 
ters hare scrambles. 

Stearns turned into the spoiler for 
Tom Willis (Hus), who led a good 
portion of the race. The Brush Bus- 
ters provided a live hare in the likes of 
former club member and National- 
level MX rider, Juan Benavidez. 

Benavidez was to get a five-and- 
one-half minute head start and at 
check one, the "Наге" had slightly 
over six minutes on leader Willis 
who was followed into the check by 
Stearns, Chuck Pettigrew (C-A), Ron 
Shuler (Yam), and Scott Stearns (Hon 
250). Check one was at the bottom of 
a rocky downhill. True to his name, 
downhill Alexander crested the top at 
about 11th overall and went through 
the check at sixth overall. 

As the race progressed, positions 
stayed much the same until the 28- 
mile point at which the course came 
back past camp and the sponsoring 
club flagged off the Hare. Almost out 
of gas, the Hare waited for the Hounds 
to arrive. About six-and-a-half min- 
utes went by and along came Willis 
with a thumbs-up for the Hare. | 

At check three the order was set at 
Willis, Stearns, Pettigrew, Shuler, 
Alexander, Charley Barney (KTM) 
and John Blakney (Hus). 

Just before the pits, theriders went 
through check five. Willis had the 
lead over Stearns, but at the home 
check, Stearns had a slight lead over 
Willis out into the second loop. The 
rest to follow into the home check 
were Pettigrew, Shuler, Alexander, 
Barney, Blakney and Stearns. 

Stearns and Willis went to some 
serious racing for about 30 miles with 
Stearns able to gain the lead through 
check one and two, while Willis was 
again back on top at check three. 
Stearns came up on top at check four, 
five and most importantly the finish. 
Willis pulled in second overall, but 
got a magnum of champagne for 
being the first to catch the Hare. Pet- 
tigrew pulled in for third, followed 
by Alexander and Shuler, while the 
first 250 was Blakney, followed by 
Stearns and Barney.

isher catches four 


big “wons” 
at Sunrise

“Мт. Mike" Fisher spent some 
of his vacation from the NMA 
series demolishing Continen- 
tal Motorsport Club’s Pro’s in 
both 250cc and 125cc classes today at 
Sunrise Cycle Park, winning all four 
motos by huge margins. 

In the first moto, Fisher squeezed 
by Robot Rodgers exiting the first 
turn ahead of Don Turk, fora Honda 
holeshot sweep. Husky rider Andy 
Jefferson passed Rodgers, but fell try- 
ing to catch Turk, recaught him and 
took second on the final laps. Fisher 
finished with a comfortable lead, 
oblivious to the drama over second 
place. 

The second round, again started 
with Fisher in front, while Jefferson 
followed him around in second. When 
Rodgers suffered a flat rear tire late in 
the race, third went to Honda-moun- 
ted Wesley Furrh. The 16-year-old 
Furrh finished fourth overall, win- 


ning money in his first outing as a 
Pro. 

Fisher pulled off another holeshot 
in the first 125cc Pro moto as Doug 
Dubach, hobbled with suspension 
problems and a coolant leak, man- 
aged no better than second. By the 
end of the heat, Fisher had a half-lap 
lead on Dubach. 

Between motos Dubach tore down 
his ride, exorcising the suspension 
demons and siliconing everything in 
sight. “When I was on the starting 
line, I revved the motor and a stream 
of water squirted out," Dubach ex- 
plained. “I just hope it will last until 
the end of the race.” 

At the drop of the gate in was Du- 
bach first with Fisher in third. Fisher 
took over second at once as the pair 
quickly.outran the others. 

With a 10-second lead at mid-race, 
it looked like Dubach would ruin 
Fisher's perfect day. But with two 
laps left, Dubach began slowing; his 
now-dry engine overheating rapidly. 
With a quarter-lap left and the flagger 
almost in sight, Dubach's RM quit. 
Dubach was able to push the bike 
over the line in time to salvage third 
overall. 

Honda rider Richard Sands fell at 
the start of the first Open Pro race, 








and got up in last place. The Sand- 
man just outrode the whole field and 
passed leader Robot Rodgers for a 
spectacular come-from-behind vic- 
tory. 

The second moto was less exciting 
as Sands took the holeshot and was 
never threatened; ending some 20 
seconds ahead of second-place Dan 
Berg.

With the pressure off, Fisher coasted 
home on the lead he built up during 
the heat of battle, far ahead of Terry 
Fowler's Honda, and the Yamaha of 
Tetsumi Mitsuyasa. 

Radical Ron Turner, who could 
manage no better that fifth overall in 
the 2505, led all the way on his 125cc 
Cagiva. Yamaha rider Vince McMa- 
hon, after bumping the gate at the 
start, nearly caught Turner on the 
last lap, but ran out of the race before 
he could pass. 

McMahon started the second moto 
in eighth, which, for him, is consi- 
dered a good start. By the fifth lap, he 
moved up to second, but again 
couldn’t catch Turner. 

Kawasaki’s Greg Zitterkopf hole- 
shot the first 500cc Pro show with 
Richard Sand’s Honda nestled in 
third. Sands took the lead on the 
second lap, and when Zitterkopf fell, 
second went to Vaugn Style of Aus- 
tralia, on a Honda. 

Sands led the start of the second 
moto with Zitterkopf deep in fifth. It 
took Zitterkopf six laps to claim the 
lead, as Sands dropped back. Trevor 
Brooks, another Aussie, grabbed se- 
cond on his Yamaha. 

Warren Strange proved to be the 
most successful of the group of 11 
riders from Australia, as he took first 
overall in the 250cc Intermediate class 
in a hotly contested battle with Chris 
Morey.

In a long 
funnel of dust was the rest of the 
pack, jockeying for positions. In min- 
utes, all were out of sight. At the end 
of the first loop Ron Naylor had 
about 30 seconds on Super Vet Gary 
Vanderpool's, Bud Martin-tuned 
KTM with Haaker, Stitser and Hal- 
comb within striking distance.

SACRAMENTO, CA, MAR 4 
“The track’s ехсеПепі!" beamed 
Yamaha National star and Ca- 
nadian Supercross Champ 
Donnie Cantaloupi after scor- 
ing the proverbial “six-pack” award 
at the first round of the Hi-Point/Pa- 
cific Race Spring Series. The race was 
held at Sacramento Raceway Park's 
all new outdoor MX track. Cantaloupi 
flew to all six Pro moto wins in the 
the 125, 250 and 500cc classes, leading 
each and every race start to finish, 
except the initial lap of the first 125 
go-‘round. 

“This is one of the best tracks Гуе 
ever raced on. The riders need some- 
thing like this to develop their skills 
if they want to compete on the 
National level. It's about time Danny 
got a chance to show his stuff," added 





former teammate, Danny Turner, on 
the National-caliber course Turner| 
laid out with tractor assistance pro- 
vided by Hawk Int., Clothing & 
Sportswear. 

Turner has teamed with Nuclear 
Neukam to form Pacific Race Pro- 
ductions in an effort to revive the fad- 
ing motocross activity in the north 
state. With major backing from Hi- 
Point Racing USA, as well as over 20 
other sponsors, the six-race Hi-Point 
Pacific Race Spring Series was born. 
Besides four events at the outdoor 
track there will be two in Marysville. 

Yamaha-mounted Cory Cantaloupi 
pulled the holeshot in the first PCP| 
Yamaha/Suzuki-sponsored 125cc Pro 
moto followed quite closely by ano- 
ther pair of YZs with Tysonn Voh- 
land and Donnie Cantaloupi aboard. 
By lap two Hi-Point support rider 
Vohland had secured control of the 
lead, as Donnie slipped by his younger 
brother and began to dice for first. 
The more experienced Cantaloupi 
took advantage of the wide course 
and gave the up-and-coming Yama- 
ha-support rider a lesson or three in 
the“ Theory & Technique MX Passing} 
3a.” The horsepower advantage spor- 
ted by 'Loupi was no handicap either, 
I might add. A less experienced rider, 
however, may have found it more 
than a handful on this track. 

Once Cantaloupi was out front 
there was no catching him, as he 
motored to win. Vohland finished| 
second, while Hi-Point/Kawasaki- 
support rider Tim Aston sailed from 
seventh to third after а moto-long| 
battle with Harrison/Honda-moun- 
ted Steven Vlahos. "Leapin' Lepra- 
chaun” Vlahos held on for fourth, as 
Cory Cantaloupi rounded out the top 
five. 

Moto two was all Cantaloupi's as 
he sprinted to the checkered while 
recording the three fastest lap times 
of the day: 2:15, 2:15 and 2:14.5 — 
three full seconds faster than anyone 
all day! The real race was for second 
as Vohland worked hard to repass 
Aston, after the Kawa-quicky swooped 
by in the early going. Aston refused 
any and all efforts by the Yamaha 
rider to regain his position. In the 
last lap, two turns from the finish 
blitz, Vohland searched in vain for a 
line around Aston but Timmy held 
on for an impressive second place fin- 
ish. Aston secured second overall with 
his 3-2 score as Vohland went 2-3 for 
third overall. T'wo fourths for Vlahos 
equalled the same overall, as Cory 
Cantaloupi combined two fifths for 
that overall. 

Cantaloupi put his factory-pre- 
pared YZ250L in the lead of the first 
Capitol Yamaha 250cc Pro moto while 
a bevy of Hi-Point-supported Hondas 
filed in behind the Yamaha. Eric 
McKenna, Dave Coupe, Ken Beebe 
and Jerome Heiberger held positions 
two through five. After three laps, 
Coupe moved into second as McKenna 
pulled off the track with a leaky cool- 
ing system. 

Cantaloupi developed a huge hole 
in his exhaust pipe at the midway 
point, but a huge lead and plenty of 
horsepower still at hand were all he 
needed for the win. Coupe finished 
the moto in second aboard his Hi- 
Point/FMF/Honda of Sacramento- 
supported CR250R while Yamaha- 
support/Hi-Point-sponsored Tyson 
Vohland finished a close third. Hei- 
berger and Honda-mounted Larry 
“Dash” Dashiel rounded out the top 
five. 

‘Loupi fixed his pipe between mo- 
tos, pulled another holeshot and blew 
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this time out. Again, a big lead ena- 
bled the Yamaha rider to hold on for 
the win and the overall. Vohland 
started the moto in second, but Hi- 
Point teammate Coupe passed on lap 
three and finished second for second 
overall. Vohland held off Heiberger's 
late charge for third and got third over- 
all, while Heiberger’s twin fourths 
were good for fourth overall. Dashiel 
took fifth overall for his two fifths. 

Cantaloupi had little problem in 
securing both moto wins in the Pro- 
Am Trailers 500cc Pro class as he led 
from start to finish each time out. 
Only Dave Coupe looked to be a 
threat as he began to close in at the 
end of the second moto. Bashing hard 
into a berm with a lap to go, Coupe's 
big bore CR just plain died. Dave was 
sure he was out of gas but tugging the 
fuel line from the carb disproved that 
theory. Coupe did, however, let the 
gas flow freely for a few moments so 
everyone present could see he didn't 
lose out by not checking his fuel 
level. It's one thing to lose; and a 
whole lot worse when you are so 
embarrassed that you're turning Hon- 
da red! 

The problem turned out to be a 
fried ignition, and Coupe was close 
enough to the finish area that he was 
able to push to last. Cantaloupi had 
his third overall win for the day while 
Hi-Point/Euro Cycles M Star-moun- 
ted Randy Losh secured second over- 
all with a 3-2 score. Bill Jamerson 
rode his Suzuki to third overall with 
two fourths.
